50,000 Greeks are opposed to 100,000 
ulgarians. The Buigarians shad 
made a number of minjor attacks 
since last Monday with the idea of 
inducing the Greeks to take the of- 
fensive.

Greeks Claim Success, 

Saloniki, July 5.—The battle for 
the possesion of Kilkish continued 
throughout Thursday, The Greek 
right wing drove the Bulgarians into 
the mountains beyond Likovan, while 
the centre made a vigorous fronta] at- 
tack ob KilKish’ with Which the Bul- 
garians still retained contact. The 
fourteenth Bulgarian division, under 
command of Gen De Mitriff, was sta- 
tioned here. 

Toward midnight the Bulgarians 
made a violent surprise attack with 
strong forces, which the Greeks re- 
pelled. The fourth G@eck division 


made an impetuous counter attack 


und occupied the dominating height 
eastward of Kilkish, Firing ceased 
at 2 o'clock Friday morning Dut was 
resumed two hours later, when a vio- 
lent Greek canonade prepared the 
way for a decisive assault. The big 
siege guns which gave such wonder- 
ful results at Janina were employed 
against Kilkish batteries while attack- 
ing parties made a flank movement. 
These operations. proved successful 
and Kilkish was occupied, Seven- 
teen Bulgarian siegers were captured. 
The Bulgarians fled in the direction 
of Demilirhissar,fearing their retreat 
might be cut off by the Greek right 
wing, Which has advanced northward. 
The next battle is expected to take 
place in the defiles of Strymon, near 
Demiirhissar, 
Bulgarians Retreating. 
Belgrade, July 5.—The  Servians, 
after sanguinary fighting, have seized 
the strong Bulgarian position at Kot- 
schena, which dominates the whole 
plain of Kotschena, according to a 
despatch from Uskub. ‘The position 
was defended by 32 Bulgarian battal- 
ions with ‘eighty guns and fortified en- 
trenchments. The Servians are now 
masters of Kotschena and the princl- 
pal means of communication. The 
Bulgariane are retreating precipitate- 
ly. 
Great Joy In Capital. 
Belgrade, July 5.—The first news of 
the capture of town of Kotchena was 
conveyed direct\to King Peter from 
Servian headquarters and caused the 
greatest manifestation of joy among 
Servian people. 
Official Bulgarian Announcement, 
Sofia, July 5.—It is officially an- 
nounced that three Servian battalions 
which invaded the Bulgarian Kusten- 
dit have been defeated and driven 
back north of Egri Palanka. Two hun- 
dred Servian officers and men were 
taken prisoners and several guns were 
captured. 
Roumania Is Insistent.

London, July 5.—A Sofia despatch 
to the Times says: “The cabinet re- 
mains in power. A Servian division 
which has been surrounded near Veil- 
les, surrendered this afternoon, Twen- 
ty officers, 3,000 men, and six field and 
two mounted’ guns, were captured. 
“The Servian main army concentrated 
in the neighboring heights of St. Nich- 
olas was a helpless spectator of the 
disaster.’ 

Blessed By the Almighty. 

Athens, July 6.—Premier Venizelos 
read a message from King Constantine 
in the Chamber of deputies last night, 
urging his people to @ newstrugsle 
with their former ally. The message 
accused Bulgaria of breaking the ob- 
ligations of the allies and seeking by 
fraud to reap for herself most of the 
fruits of the whole community. “In 
the face of thig disgraceful conduct,” 
continues the King’s message, ‘it is 
the duty of the other allies to close 
their ranks in defence of humanity in 
the Balkans, The people in solidar- 
ity with the Servian and Montenegrin 
people, take up arms. The gallant 
army and fleet of Greece are asked 
to deliver their brothers, just freed 
from the Turkish yoke, from a bnew 
tyranny. ,

Premier Venizelos announced in the 
Greek parliament today that the 
Creek forces had won a victory st 
Kilkish and captured sixty guns, This 
appears to have been secured by the 
amazing swiftness of the Greek ¢ 
vance from Seloniki, which according 
to various correspondents, took the 
Bulgarians completely by surprise, 

The Servians claim « victorious ad- 
Kotshana but the Servian 
Pulgaria has been re- 
Bulgaria, it is reported, 
is executing a turning movement 
which nullifies the Servian advances. 

Comment is Suspended. 

Suspension of comment regarding 
the operations therefore is advisable 
under present conditions, 

The reported change of the minis- 
iry at Sofia has not yet been = con- 
firmed but is regardeu as probable, 

Roumania has officially proclaimed 
the mobilization of her full strength 
but her intentions are still unknown, 

The French government has infor- 
mally approached the other powers 
with the object of Obtaining a deelar- 
ation of intervention. The greatest 
anxiety prevails in financial circles at 
St. Petersburg, where the report was 
current that tne minister had threat- 
ened to break off diplomatic nego 
tiations with the Balkan states un- 
til hostilities cease. 

Favors Strong Measures. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of 
the Associated Press, in a despatch to- 
night says that this report is with- 
out foundation, but adds that Russian 
opinion favors strong measures to end 
what is regarded as a disgraceful 
state of affairs. The Russian news- 
papers suggest recourse to The Hague 
Tribunal. 

From Greek headquarters come re- 
ports of massacres and outrages al- 
leged to have been coanmitted by the 
Bulgarians in the Tigrita and other 
districts, which, it is.said, are strewn 
with the bodies of victims.

J. Donohue Had Close Call 
From Drowning In the River 


Was Dragged Off Boat by Cable 


Coiling Around His Leg—Hung 


on to Cable for Ten Minutes Until Rescued in an 


Exhausted 


While paying out a cable from a 
motor boat belonging to Templeman 
Brothers and joperated by Thomas 
Templeman, John Donohue, proprietor 
of a dredging outfit on Fraser Flats, 
was dragged from the boat by the 
cable coiling around his leg Saturday, 
Donohue, who is an elderly man, had 
4 close call and only his tenacity in 
hanging on to the cable for a full ten 
minutes, while half immersed in the 
icy stream, with the current tending to 
drag him down the stream, saved him 
from drowning. 

The motor boat was being used, as 
being larger and less liable to tip than 
the flat-bottomed punts, which are 
usually employed by the dredging out- 
fits. Mr. Donohue was attaching a 
small cable to the large cable, which 
is hung suspended across the river, 
and it was the intention to draw the 
smaller cable across the river by wind- 
ing in the larger cable with the small- 
er one attached to it. Mr. Donohue 
was paying out the cable while he 
worked the boat across stream by 
pulling on the big cable. 

In some manner or other, Mr, 
Donohue got himself entagled in the 
cable, which pulled him out of the
